Having,  first  duly  sworn  an  oath  as  on  attached  sheet  and 
In  accordance  with  the  orocedure  folloved  in  tny  country  J-  hereby 
depose  us  follws. 

I  shall  omit  my  domicile,  address  etc.,  as  well  as  personal 
history,  as  I  have  already  stated  them  in  my  deoosition.  I  add 
the  following  to  my  orevious  deposition: 

1,  The  population  of  the  five  provinces  in  North  China  is  con¬ 
sidered  to  bo  about  R6  million,  •‘•t  is  difficult  tole^.m  accurately 
how  many  of  these  ara  chronic  ad(’icta  of  opium,  but  it  is  thought 
to  be  not  loss  than  3  ner  cent  of  the  whole  ponulatlon,  or 
not  leas  than  P  million  and  two  hundred  thenty-five  thousand. 

Since  the  registration  system  is  in  force  there,  you  may  ask  why 
I  must  decideon  i  number  by  conjecture.  In  North  China  however, 
many  ooiun-smokers  do  not  register  for  several  reasons.  That  is, 
there  is  no  difference  between  the  price  of  official  oiium  and 
secretly  sold  opium,  and  t>'Ose  who  register  must  oay  tax  on 
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rogistratlon  for  opium  latop  and  opium  pipo,  while  thoso  who  do 
not  rogistor  can  got  ooium  in^rodiont  without  difficulty  at  tho 
samo  nrico  whenever  they  want.  Oon30(.iU»)ntly  many  do  not  register, 
miking  thereby  the  roglatmtlon  extremely  uncertain.  In 
calculating  tho  quantity  of  opium  Conoumod  in  Nort’-'  China,  there¬ 
fore)  it  is  supposed  to  bo  more  acc\irato  to  form  your  basis  on 
conjocturo  than  by  tho  registered  number  of  o  ilum  addicts.  Suppo¬ 
sing  that  tho  quantity  of  opiuin  conswod  by  a  single  addict  ia 
thirty  Liang  (ono  North  China  iilang  =  ’61  gram),  thon  the  total 
quantity  of  ooium  consumed  would  roach  tho  enormous  amount  of 
67  million  five  hundred  thousand  Liang,  dut  tho  ooium  under  tho 
control  of  the  Covornraent,  ah  .t  la  tho  North  China  oolltical 
Committee,  is  only  about  throe  million  and  fifty  thousand  tilang  . 
3o.lt  ia  only  ono-nlnotoontb  of  the  entire  quantity  of  opium  con- 
sumod  that  tho  government  is  barely  managing  through  the  ooium 
smokers. 

;,3  1  have  stated  ub')Vo  there  is  no  clear  distinction  between 
the  0  '>ium  under  tho  control  of  tho  *jovornMont  and  those  smuggled 
in  to  Worth  China. Consequent ly  tho  drug-storos  dealing  with  crudo 
onlum,  and  those  handling  ooium  Ingrddiont  am  all  soiling  the 
narcotics  by  secretly  mixing  tho  official  with  smuqglod  ooium. 

For  instance,  I  have  come  across  in  place  tho  condition  whon 
they  woro  able  to  continue  thoir  trades  without  suffering  ablt 
evon  though  the  official  ration  from  the  antl-Oolum  donoral  Office 
had  boon  cut  off  for  several  months. 

it  was  this  imperfoct  Opium  Control  tlvit  thr.  North  China 
Political  Committeo  was  fundamentally  suffering  from,  in  tho 
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administration  of  antl-oilum  policlus.  TV;  gro  .tost  ror.son  v’hy 
tho  gpvorninont  ViS  not  ublo  to  ronllZi;  its  olfluonod  ooium  monoDol 
1  vV.’  ,  '  '.s  bocRuso  of  ri’-'pant  oocr^t  cultivation  and  t)’-  ,  pro- 
domln-uico  of  snugcllng  v-hich  voro  in  a  stato  almost  out  of  tho 
sohcro  of  control. 

Tl'o  Control  has  boon  difficult  in  tbo  Worth  Chin-.,  district, 
as  this  district  adjoins  Monklang  and  dinkling,  both  of  vhich 
ar  »  notod  for  oplu.m  oroductlon,  and  bosidos  tho  fact  t'-at  its 
northern  boundary  facos  Toho,  it  has  tho  district  of  diking  and 
Tiontfein  as  its  contor  vhich  h  .v.i  b  on  tho  nost  holoa  of  crude 
tnorohino  ranufacturors  from  long  ego.  -.s  to  -.nti-onlum  work 
osoQci.xlly  in  tho  linn  of  control/  only  ono  nation  or  ono 
ot'Astrlct  by  itsolf  c'.nnot  acco'^pllsh  tho  purpose.  Thoraforo,

So  the  relation  between  tho  two  has  boon  Increasingly  solidi¬ 
fied,  for  tho  purpose  of  co-oporatlng  In  the  anti-o.olum  work  In 
China  which  vas/^lts  Infancy. 

X  wont  to  various  oluoes  In  China  time  sftor  tl*no,  giving 
lectures  on  the  liaison  conforonco.  Investigation  of  antl-oolum 
v'or!:  in  china  and  Manchuria's  desire  to  bocomo  tho  leader  In 
tho  dcvolopmont  of  an  antl-oolum  movement  In  East  .sia,  of  which 
I  have  already  stated  above.  Tho  details  of  Manchuria's  desires 
are  clearly  recorded  In  the  Rules  of  tho  i*ntl-onium  '®ocioty  esta¬ 
blished  on  January  of  tho  11th  year  of  Aangto  (1945).  I  ’as 
sure  that  this  evil  habit  of  opium- smoking  had  boon  a  historical 
humiliation  of  East  Asia  covering  these  three  centuries,  and  Its 
eradication  must  be  a  ororequisito  to  the  realization  of  the 
establishment  of  thvO  East  Asia  -.Ooprosporlty  Sphoro.  Manchuria's 
anti-opium  policy  vas  also  bosod  upon  this. 

-.Ithough  tho  first  moans  of  accomplishing  this  ideal  came 
to  maught  with  Japan's  defeat.  It  moans  only  a  collapso  In  a 
stop  to  do  It,  not  a  change  In  tho  antl-oolum  Idea. 

Once  tho  Intellectual  class  living  in  various  places  In 
East  “sia  started  a  ^ntl-oplum  moTrement  petition  In  1906,  with 
Dr.  Hamilton  Llg^ht  and  Bishop  Blent  s  their  main  advocates.  This 
movod  Roosevelt,  tho  then  President I  of  tho  United  States,  and  In 
1909  tho  first  International'  Opium  tionferonco  was  held  at  Shanghai. 
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'I'lila  la  th<;  kind  of  ardour  \vv«lc^  vo  too  oV»ould  aucc^  od  to.  Thus 
North  Chin-,  and  *rxnchnrla  through  tho  acco’^ipllshunont  of  tho 
.fiitl-oolun  nov  :-iont  had  bo  jn  gottlng  cloaor  ;\nd  closor,  and  fron 
t’  o  ninth  year  of  Kangto  (1948)  on,  *“anchurla  uaod  tho  ‘x'unskur.ng 
.nodical  Tronf.^ent  and  brought  about  onoch-’ bilking  r:)ault  In  tho 
th(.  euro  and  riodlcal  troatnont  of  tho  oplu.i-addlctod  oatlcnts. 

‘•‘■'hla  nothod  was  used  In  tho  north  chln.v  too,  and  ol;.illc.r  results 
wore  attained  thoro  In  tho  tenth  year  of  Kangto  (1945).  I  havo 
oxplalned  t)’o  details  of  thoso  facta  In  the  annexed  dopoaltlon. 
But  frankly  apo'.klng,  tho  antl-oplun  noTonont  In  Nort’^  and  Contrr.l 
China  ’  aa  Juat  In  Ita  Infoncy  —  In  tho  oronarator;’  period  In  tho 
onforconont  of  tho  antl-oplun  adnlnlatrntlon, 

.t  thi.vt  tlrio  every  rmnlclial  aa  v/oll  :«.s  provincial  govorn- 
nont'^Jvarloua  placw3  In  China  r  re  aufforlng  fro  -  fin  nclal 
dlfflcultloa  at  the  beginning  of  the  work  ao  there  was  no  denying 
that  the  Inoono  fron  oplvui  va.s  Inportant  fron  a  financial  point 
of  view.  But  tho  first  atop  In  .ntl-onlun  adnlnlstratlon  la  In 
tho  abaoluto  control  of  oplun  and  opium  addlcla  ,  and  an  oarnoat 
orohlbltlon  nollcy  can  not  bo  f.chlovod  v;lthout  tho  orenlao  of  con- 
trollng  thorn.  Still  It  c  ;nnot  bo  concluaod  that  the  Govorninont 
made  financial  Income  with  o  >lur.i  and  narcotic,  oven  though  there 
was  oonaldorablc  profit  fron  oolu'i  by  nonopolzlng  It  or  enforcing 
govern  -ont  control  which  wc.a  al,  lost  tho  aano  aa  .nonoooly.  In 
short,  from  whothor  tho  govornnont  la  ohforclng  tho  prohibit lor 
Dollcy  sldo  by  side  or  not,  can  It  bo  docldod  whether  onlurA  and 
nv.rcotlo  wore  managed  only  for  the  financial  nurposoa  or  If  oplun 
control  was  done  with  t)io  object  for  abaoluto  grasp  of  tho 
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oatlonta,  as  th*;  first  stoo  in  anti-opiun  oolicy. 

i.a  I  Gxolainftd  in  tho  aoparute  dooosition,  •^nain  rofralnod 
fron  taking  an  uctivo  oart  in  China's  opliim  administration  because 
of  Jaoan'o  oolioy  not  to  Intorforo  with  tho  Intornal  affairs,  of 
China  Japon  confined  herself  to  giving  aid  to  'China  according  to 
tho  idea  of  International  Opium  Treaty.  *'ovortho] Pss,  the  abovo- 
nontioned  imperfect  ooium  prohibition  policies  in  various  parts  of 
China  wore  frequently  made  tho  materials  for  slandering  "^apan  just 
because  those  policies  had  contributed  greatly  to  tho  finance 
of  tho  regions. 

Tlio  following  la  tho  oropaganda  made  by  Chungking  and  tho 
Infor  latlon  sent  to  the  United  States  and  Britain: 

"Japan  oncovragoa  the  poppy  cultivation,  secretly  helps  to 
spread  opium  smoking  in  various  oarts  in  China  and  trios  to 
undermine  tho  Chinese  people". 

"Japan  la  appropriating  tho  gains  from  opium  for  her  war  cost" 
"Japan  la  using  Koreans  to  deal  in  and  to  distribute  heroin 
in  tho  occupied  territory.  Japan  trios  to  massacre  tho  people 
of  China  by  moans  of  injectors  rather  than  by  bayonets". 

When  one  studios  those  phrases  of  oropaganda  every  one  of  then 
will  Prove  to  bo  on  unfounded  utterance  Morely  thought  up  for  the 
purpose  of  propaganda,  /.a  I  have  stated  before  th  .  Japanese  Qove.'n- 
mont  did  not  interfere  in  any  way  with  tho  Chinos  >  Uovornment, 
nor  had  she  anything  to  do  with  tho  income  from  opium.  Only  in 
supplying  opium,  Si».TOMI  Hajlme  on  his  own  used  his  good  offices, 
in  tho  name  of  Hungchl-'^hangtang.  ..nd  a '.so  at  tho  request  of 
the  Chinese  Oo’^orninent ,  tho  legations  and  consulates  in  various 
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nlacus  uacrt  t.holr  rjood  offlc»;s  In  asking  tho  trnnsoortatlon  organs

to  transport  ojium  vhlch  ’’.as  bocotnlng  moro  and  difficult* 

On  tho  contrary,  fivo  or  nix  Jancnono  had  bor.n  aoDointod.  “s 
liaison  officers  in  the  ‘dorth  Cliinri  Oolum  j’rohibition  Office,  and 
also  in  Contral  ^^hina,  a  fow  r.cso  had  boiru  appointed  in  the  . 
sano  capacity  on  non- tiff icir.l  basis.  Everyone  of  those  mon  voro 
ardont  advocate  of  o^ium  orohibition  and  'vorkod  hard  on  tho 
problun  of  how  tho  .diiiinistrntion  of  ooiun)  in  its  infancy  in  Chinf 
can  bo  lot'  to  tho  right  oath  of  copoloto  prohibition,  .'is  for  the 
sincero  endeavour  of  tho  *^apfinaao  pooolo  and  the  result  they 
brought  about  in  regard  to  the  anti-opium  work  in  -‘anchuria,  I 
believe  it  in  not  only  Miniator  of  Oomunication  Kcr  Tsuhung 
but  also  any  and  .all  sincoro  and  fair  minded  educated  oooole  in 
Manchuria  vho  ora '.no  th-'.  ‘*aoan?  so  with  tho  following  words:

/igain  in  tho  CANTON  f^ogion  tha  use  of  ooium  was  oor^iittod  in  ex¬ 
change  for  such  important  war  materials  as  tungsten,  •  mciyWenum 
etc.  and  in  other  regions  it  was  used  for  the  purpose  of  Collect in 
inf ornat ions  about  tho  onomy,  1  have  more  than  once  seen  such 
nonorMnl  use  of  ooium,  but  in  every  cose  tho  nmount  is  so  small 
as  to  bo  nogligiblo.  I  wns  also  told  by  Jaonnoso  consular 
oolico  of  sovoral  regions  that  there  wore  very  many  Korean  ooium 
smugglers,  hut  oven  this  fact  affords  no  reason  for .the  Japanese 
Oovornmont  to  bn  blamed.  On  the  contrary,  tho  alc-’t  control  on 
tho  nart  of  tho  Jaoanoxo  authorities  was  bringing  about  good  re-

suits.  ( 

1  ha  VO  ongagtid  for  many  yoa'’s  in  antl-ooium  adiniuistrat  ion 

in  ‘rtanchurlan  and  oxoorlonced  difflcultios  in  tho  work  --  in 
its  strange  and  conolex  asoocts.  I  think  tho  more  formulation 
or  propagation  of  such  policies  as  that  of  threo  years  detormlned 
on  by  Nanking  Govornr.iont  and  tho  five  years  abstinonco  oollcy 
of  tho  Ch\ingklng  Govornmont  w>.ll  not  bring  about  tho  desired  re¬ 
sult.  A  slight  degree  of  progress  is  to  bo  mado  when  a  systematic

anti-opium  administratioa  hov/ovor  carefully  the  moaaurcs  may  bo 
taken.  No,  the  vory  moaaur':a  thio  rooort  ooints  out  as  tho  con¬ 
clusion,  namely  tho  method  of  rogistoring  addicts,  tho  supt)rvislon 
of  smoking  ostablishmonts  and  tho  method  of  soiling  o^ium  In¬ 
gredients  otc.  are  indowd  minuto  in  details.  Further  advanood 
moaaurcd  than  those  aro  those  adootod  and  onforcod  by  inanchoukou. 
(and  .rogrot  that  vo  missed  tho  opportunity  to  havo  tho  authoriti 
concornod  in  th •  Administrativo  Buroau  of  the  ^  ague  of  "ations 
investigated  the  actual  result  attained  in  onium  prohibition  for 
three  years  prior  to  tho  disolntion  of  l-ianchoukuo.  Even  under  tho_ 
moasuros  v'n  ado Dtod^  various  irregularities  wore  found  to  havo 
arison  through  tho  gaps  uni  crevJoos  in  tho  lavs  or  control,  provin 
tho  fact  that  pure  idealism  will  nev';r  bring  about  any  dosirod 
of  foot.  This  fact  is  too  eloquently  told  by  tho  hia.tory  of  China 
covering  a  period  of  200  yo.ars,  iiot  mo  cite  a  few  oxamplos  from  it 
Shansi  province  was  formerly  ri^garddd  as  a  region  flooded  with 
ooium  narcotics,  it  was  ..oril  in  tho  year  •,.)21  whon  tho  ^’‘anking 
Government  promulgiited  tho  3  year  olan  for  prohibiting  ooium  that 
I  visitod  Taiyuan,  tho  capital  of  tho  province,  Aiming  at  tho 
inoorruptiblQ  policy  of  a  now  governor,  and  in  accordanoo  with 
tho  idealistic  •i*'  throo-ye*'.r  plan  promulgated  by  tho  Central 
govornmont,  tho  oity  had  mado  it  its  policy  immodiatoly  to  enforce 
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a  thorough  oroMbltlon  of  oolum  Smoking  and  had  nlr-indy  started 
work  along  thoso  linos.  Porhans  some  irrogulnritios  night  havo 
boon  committod  by  the  Taiyiiim  .\nti-opi\iin  Brnnch  Bureaux,  but  at 
uny  rnt;o  the  bureau  chief  and  other  staff  nonbors  had  boon  arrosi 
od  and  eonsequoatly  the  entire  functions  of  tho  anti-opium  admliii- 
str’ction  v'oro  in  a  state  of  susoonsion.  i.ccordingly  tho  sale 
of  opium  Ingredients,  too,  v'as  susnondod  for  about  a  month.  .

crude  heroine  was  continuing  as  actively  as  ever,  if  one  walked 
a  short  distance  out  of  Tai:.aian  city,  poooy  seeds  wore  to  bo  seen 
undor  the  ground  waiting  for  tho  coming  Spring  (In  Shansi  province 
the  ooopy  seeds  are  sawn  in  Autumn  and  germinate  after  wintering, 
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iiuf or  (  t!.o  orovinolHl  -xacl  ’hiicio  il  authorities  conoorned, 

I  laid  soMO  of  ny  oalnions  bast;d  on  vhut  I  had  or-.ctlc* lly  invosti- 
gatod,  but  t'^  ono  in  churgo  did  not  assumo  a  vory  enthusiastic 

ottitudo.  In  this  connection,  I  v.-ns  rostra Jno(1  by  an  nsslstfint 
officer  of  thfi  ‘^nv.niso  Informtlon  ijiaison  Office  (former  Sooclal 
SorviCo  *4gonoy)  in  Ta.iyuan.  ho  suid  to  mo,  "it  is  not  a  matter  ol 
what  result  "’ill  be  achiovod.

Vho  Immodlr.to  prohibition  o  ollcy  would  bo,  of  courso,  success, 
only  if  strong  judicial  measures  wore  taken  together  vl  th  porfoct 
adiiini’tr  itive  ones,  so  that  tie  whole  nation  ml'^t  strlvo  in 
co-on*;ration  to  carry  out  tho  prohibition  of  opium  smoking.  If

.'.t  the  beginning  of  her  administration  of  Formosa,  tho  Japnnof 
Government  adopted  toward  the  o  lium  addicts  ,oxcoodlng  130,000  at 
t^at  time  ,tho  lino  of  gradual  l<)SGonlng  b'.sed  ■)n  tho  Prohibition 
policy.  Sine  then,  v'itl-v  tho  nermoatlon  of  adminlatratlvo  power, 
as  V'oJ.1  as  tho  onllghtonm.nt  .-.rMlod  .at  by  tho  anti-opium  policy 
accompanying  t'  sorond  of  oduc  tion,  wo  prevented  tho  now 
occurrence  of  addiction  to  o)i\jn  and  other  narcotics,  on  tho  ono 
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hand,  and  tho  socr  .t  anlj  and  snoking  of  ooiun,  on  tho  othor, 
through  tho  oorfoct  control  of  0Dl\in  and  its  addicts.  In  1942, 
thorc  romninod  only  5,000  roglstorod  addicts  all  ov.r  tho  island. 

Tho  Govornnunt-gonoral  plannod  to  dispatch  physicians  through¬

was  oxooctod  to  bo  brought  to  completion  within  two  years,  1  was  .  ^ 

more  than  delighted. 

J-t  goo.s  without  saying  that  tho  monopoly  of  oolum  for  smoking 
can  bo  abolished  v*  th  the  eradication  of  its  addicts.  I  think 
it  was  in  autumn,  1943,  that  I  congratulated  Doctor  tu  tsung  mlng, 
Consultant  to  tho  Govurnmont-gonoral  of  Formosa,  on  the  conplotlon 
of  tho  anti-opium  administration  there.
